Stevens Point Men Attend Gathering 


at Wausau—A Readjustment of 


Freight Rates Proposed. 


A readjustment of freight rates in 


Wisconsin is a thing that commercial 
clubs in various parts of the state 
have been striving for for 
many 


months and the movement has recent- 
ly gained impetus by the enlistment 
of many new organizations. 


In response to an invitation from 


the Wausau -Advancement association, 
extended to the Stevens Point Re- 
tailers' association, L. J. Seeger and 
A. M. Copps attended a meeting at 
Wausau last Thursday evening, when 
the traffic question was discussed by 
representatives of Merrill, Grand Rap- 
ids, Antigo and Rhinelander as well as 
Stevens Point and Wausau. As a re- 
sult of this meeting it is probable 
that Stevens Point will throw its ac- 
tive support to the rate fight and it is 
planned to hold a meeting of the Re- 
tailers' association in the near future 
to map out a campaign, to be carried 
on in conjunction with Grand Rapids, 
Marshfield, Rhinelander, Antigo and 
Merrill as well as Fox river valley and 
Chippewa river valley cities. It is ex« 
peered by Mr. Seeger that A. E. Solie 
of Wausau, traffic manager of the 
Central Wisconsin Traffic bureau, will 
be present at this meeting and outline 
the plan of procedure decided upon. 


It is stated that Wisconsin is pay- 


ing at the present time higher freight 
rates than any state in the union— 
approximately fifty per cent more 
than it should. It is the aim to secure 
a readjustment of all class rates in 
the state and also the class rates to 
and from points in "C. F. A." and 
Trunk Line territory, in order to pro- 
vide a uniform distance scale.

Philipp for the control of the repub- 
lican party in Wisconsin.

Practical Hints on How to Preserve 


Fresh Fruits. 


Generally speaking, preserving means 


the cooking of fruits in an equal 
weight of sugar, long enough for the 
fruit to keep without being air tight. 
Canning- may be done with little or no 
sugar and just enough cooking to thor- 
oughly heat the fruit,- but uir must bo 
excluded. 


The same general directions apply to 


each process. 


Needed Articles.—Granite or porce- 


lain lined kettles or stewpaiis, with 
bales or handles and lips for conven- 
ience in pouring. 


Perhaps the two quart size is most 


used, but if one can afford it several 
sizes will be found very convenient 


A small, sharp steel paring knife or, 


better still, n silver plated, fruit kuifo 
ground down to a fine edge, expressly 
for fruit paring.

Peaches.—One-half cupful sugar to 


each pint jar, boll ten minutes. 


Cranberries.—One cupful sugar to 


each pint jar, boil forty-five minutes. 


Crabapples. — Three-fourths cupful 


sugar to each pint, boil thirty minutes.

Prosecutor J, L Kelley Advances

Junction City Was From Chi- 


cago—Remains Buried. 


That'the man whose lifeless body 


was found alongside the Chicago, Mil- 
waukee & St. Paul railroad tracks 
near Junction City last Wednesday 
morning was in all probability Wil- 
liam Kirby, a former resident of Chi- 
coga, is the information contained in 
a letter received Monday by Chief of 
Police Hofsoos from Margaret Kirby, 
supposedly his daughter. 


Following the discovery of the body, 


an investigation was begun by Cor- 
oner H. D. Boston and the railroad 
company, in the hope that relatives 
might be communicated with.
